‘There was « minute appended by Mr. Ede 
who stated that ho found that the Hygeia owas 
only for nse in pase of epidemios, Hae would be 
glad to soe come arrangements by- which small- 
pox patients could ba taken from the oontre of 
the town, aud he hoped that, the Board would 
make gomo d:finite proposal to that ond.
